At the regular city council 
meeting on Monday evening, 
November 24, chaired by 
Mayor Pro Tem Thomas 
White in the absence of Ma¬ 
yor Gil Weidenfeld, who was 
out of town, several domestic 
matters were discussed rang¬ 
ing from a proposed increase 
in cable TV rates to guide¬ 
lines for memorials honoring 
city residents, and including 
consideration of city ques¬ 
tionnaires to obtain citizens’ 
views on a proposed North 
End Center, and on park 
needs throughout the Green¬ 
belt area. 

Cable TV 

The company providing cable 
TV service to Greenbelt under a 
city-authorized franchise. Prime 
Cable, has requested a rate in- 
crease on both service “tiers” 
provides; the Universal tier 
which includes public and com¬ 
munity s e rv i c e broadcasts, 
presently free except for a start¬ 
up fee, and would go up to $7.95 
per month* while the more com¬ 
prehensive “Cable Plus” or satel¬ 
lite service would rise from $11.95 
to $13.95. According to the staff's 
memorandum to council such in¬ 
creases are allowed under the 
1984 Cable Act which ends all 
cable regulation as of December 
29, 1986. At the same time, the 
city staff is investigating what 
recourse can be had by communi¬ 
cating with other municipalities 
and the Prince Georges govern¬ 
ment. 

Mayor Pro Tem White termed 
this development “most alarm¬ 
ing” in view of its effect on the 
presently free public television 
service, which “gives access” also 
to the TV coverage of city coun¬ 
cil meetings. Council members 
Ed Putens and Antoinette Bram 
also expressed negative reactions, 
Putens saying “I feel we've been 
sold a bill of goods” because “so 
many people allowed the cable 
company to come in and rip 
through their homes to install 
the cables.” He called for a pub 
lie hearing on the issue, to deal 
not only with the rate increase 
but also with related issues such 
as Prime Cable’s merchandising 
practices. The latter aspects were 
mentioned in particular by White 
who noted that the more expen¬ 
sive service was still apparently 
being promoted at the original 
rate instead of the projected 
higher figure, and by council 
member Joe Isaacs who question¬ 
ed the quality of reception ac¬ 
tually being provided. 

A motion by Putens to schedule 
a public hearing on the cable TV 
situation was passed, with staff 
being authorized to send letters 
to Prime Cable and company ex¬ 
ecutive Winfield Kelly express¬ 
ing the city’s concerns. 

City Development 

A representative of George 
Ohristacos, the owner of the 
buildings at Roosevelt Center, 


has contacted the city regarding 
a permit to build an addition near 
the present shoe repair shop. City 
manager James Giese told coun¬ 
cil that he informed the owner's 
representative that the city did 
not issue building permits, and 
advised him to take the request 
to the Advisory Planning Board. 
White agreed this was appropri¬ 
ate since the APB has the infor¬ 
mation on the charette plans for 
the Center. 

Staff informed council that 
project submittals for 1988 Pro¬ 
gram Open Space funds of about 
$50,000 must be presented by De¬ 
cember 5, and recommended that 
these funds be used toward ac¬ 
quiring the Shimmel/Steiner 
properties totaling 5 acres on the 
south side of the Schrom Hills 
Park; the total cost may be 
around $160,0000, and could be 
made up partly from the auth¬ 
orized FY 1987 grant and use of 
FY 1986 funds previously allo¬ 
cated for a concession stand/ 
shelter at the Attick Park. In 
response to a question by council 
member Bram, Giese replied that 
the city does have the right to 
purchase the properties. The staff 
recommendation was accordingly 
passed on a formal motion. 

Questionnaires 

A questionnaire drafted by the 
staff and the Parks and Recrea¬ 
tion Advisory Board (PRAB) on 
city park needs and possible im¬ 
provements to Schrom Hills Park 
in East Greenbelt, was scruti¬ 
nized by council and found accep¬ 
table with only minor changes. 
Another questionnaire drawn up 
by the Community Relations Ad¬ 
visory Board (PRAB) and city 
staff, to obtain residents' views 
on possible options for the North 
End School, brought more discus¬ 
sion. The first question of this 
questionnaire will outline four 
building options, and associated 
estimated costs, the second will 
list the various proposed uses and 
their revenue-producing potential, 
and a third question will ask how 
much of a tax increase would be 
acceptable to maintain a North 
End Center at the school. Coun¬ 
cil member Isaacs questioned an 
ambiguity between assessed value 
and market value in the treat¬ 
ment of tax rate, for the reader, 
and felt the questionnaire aspect 
of the communication was not too 
clear. He also noted that the 
“required . . . substantial addi¬ 
tional parking” mentioned in the 
present form of the question¬ 
naire could be provided if the

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present ballfield behind the school 
were included, This point was 
briefly debated, with Giese tak¬ 
ing the position that such an in¬ 
clusion was not practical, while 
White objected to the manager 
“putting a worst case” on the 
parking situation. After White 
further suggested that the ques¬ 
tionnaire should make clear that 
the full range of cost in options 
was from the maximum of $1,- 
250,000 down to a low figure of 
$345,000, the council gave its ap¬ 
proval. 

Other Items 

Another appeal for the COPA 
liquor license at Beltway Plaza 
has been denied by the county 
liquor board, according to mana¬ 
ger Giese who noted that city 
solicitor Robert Manzi success¬ 
fully argued at the hearing that 
Mayor Weidenfeld could testify 
as an “expert witness” for the 
city ... A resolution was passed 
to establish guidelines for me¬ 
morials to citizens, with a sig¬ 
nificant change from previous 
drafts to delete a provision that 
would have allowed for the me- 
morialization of living citizens 
. , . In connection with present 
road resurfacing, Giese clari¬ 
fied that residents’ driveways are 
not normally included unless con¬ 
tiguous areas are broken or dam¬ 
aged , . . council members asked 
staff to look into a current slow¬ 
down in refuse collection. 


presented at a luncheon in 
Annapolis on November 24, It 
cites the recipients’ “outstand¬ 
ing dedication to the concept 
of crime prevention demonstrated 
by (their) activities designed to 
prevent and control crime in 
Maryland.” 

In addition to the governor’s 
award, the two neighborhood 
groups, their coordinators Helen 
Geller and Paul Rail, and base 
operators Myrna Burchick and 
Arthur McKinney were honored 
in a ceremony at the 1986 Green¬ 
belt Labor Day Festival. 

Dorothy Pyles became involved 
in Crime Watch activities in the 
spring of 19S2 when a rash of 
vandalism and car thefts in her 
condominium complex motivated 
her to organize a Neighborhood 
Crime Watch training program 
for its residents. By the end of 
May that year, she had set up a 
mobile patrol in the Greenbriar 
Phase III area. 

Now, four years later, the 
group consists of over 30 people 
who go out on rotating patrols, 
a base operator who handles the 
calls, and a coordinator who sets 
the schedules. 

Pyles' involvement does not 
stop with her own neighborhood. 
She has been instrumental in 
helping other groups set up their 
own neighborhood program, most 
recently running a training pro¬ 
gram in the University Square 
apartment complex. “My great 
goal is to get everybody in Green¬ 
belt to one training session,” she 
said. 

Pyles has also served three 
years on the Greenbelt Crime 
Prevention Committee, an advis-

1985, she received a certificate of 
appreciation presented by Police 
Chief Francis T. Hutson on be¬ 
half of the residents of Green¬ 
belt. Speaking of her efforts, a 
police spokesman said: “Mrs. 
Pyles is truly dedicated to the 
prevention of crime and the edu¬ 
cation of her fellow residents in 
how to better protect them¬ 
selves,” 

Lakewood/Wood land Hills 

The Lakewood Crime Watch 
Group was formed in November 
1983 after a violent crime took 
place in their neighborhood. Less 
than one year later, the Wood¬ 
land Hills group formed. The two 
groups have since joined forces 
to provide patrols covering a 
total of 178 homes in the two 
subdivisions. 

Hellen Geller is responsible for 
scheduling the teams of people 
involved in the patrols. Teams 
from Lakewood go out for two 
weeks; then a Woodland Hills 
team patrols for a week. The 
teams are in constant contact 
with a base station operator, 
Myrna Burchick is the home 
base for Woodland Hills, while 
Art McKinney fills that role for 
Lakewood. Anything out of the 
ordinary is reported immediately 
to the base operator, who then 
notifies the police if necessary. 
Burchick says her years as a 
part of the Radio Emergency As¬ 
sistance Communication Team 
(REACT) has helped her assess 
the situation when a patrol calls 
in, McKinney is also a REACT 
operator. 

Burchick and McKinney, who 
were individually nominated for 
recognition by »the governor, re¬ 
ceived the crime watch award on 
behalf of their groups at the 
award luncheon. , 

The crime watch programs are 
organized, supported and run by 
neighborhood residents. Accord¬ 
ing to Officer Patrick McAndrew, 
who has worked with all the 
crime watch groups, the volun¬ 
teers “have given of themselves 
and provided a valuable service 
to the community and contributed 
significantly to the safety and 
security of their neighbors.”

(Editor’s Note: Katherine Keene 
recently left Greenbelt where she 
had lived for many years for a 
new home in Seattle , She also 
moved her five cats . A long 
time News Review staffer , this 
travelogue was written to the pa¬ 
per and some Greenbelt friends .) 

Now thlat I'm sitting in the 
living room of the new house — 
not that >at present it is exactly 
living I'm doing — and it's 
Sunday evening and some friends 
had me to dinner so I don't feel 
so tired I'll get a little news off. 

The cats stood the long trip 
well. They had stopped their in¬ 
cessant mewing and whining 
when I had been on the road just 
27 miles, all seeming to be quiet 
at once. They drank their water, 
ate regularly the whole trip. It 
was too cold at night in Albu¬ 
querque to leave them outside (I 
had expected New Mexico to be 
warmer) and there again they 
went back into their quarters 
without too much complaint. 
Once in Seattle they have ad¬ 
justed to their new home well . . 

Otherwise the trip indeed was 
a long one . . . The morning I 
left Maryland was lovely, and 
going through Ohio and eastern 
Indiana? but the next day was 
both cold and cloudy . . . Then I 
ran into hard rain — going 
through St. Louis was dreadful 

— and all through Missouri was 
driving rain. I think the leaves 
turning might have -been lovely 
but I couldn't see much except 
the rain pounding on the road.

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Green Sponsors Legislation 
To Level Out Tax Windfall 

This is in response to the many 
inquiries I have received regard¬ 
ing the “windfall" the State of 
Maryland may receive as a result 
of federal tax reform. 

As most Maryland taxpayers 
are aware, the state income tax 
law “piggybacks" on federal law 
and Maryland residents generally 
can claim the same exemptions on 
their state income tax as they 
are allowed under the federal 
code. At this point, due in large 
measure to the length and com¬ 
plexity of the new federal stat¬ 
ute, there are conflicting reports 
of the figures involved and their 
impact on Maryland taxpayers. 

There have been specific con¬ 
cerns raised about federal repeal 
of deductions for contributions to 
Individual Retirement Accounts 
(IRAs), sales taxes, interest pay¬ 
ments and other miscellaneous 
deductions. These are, of course, 
valid and important issues. 

It is my opinion, however, that 
the simplest and most equitable 
way to address these complex tax 
changes is to raise the personal 
exemption by $500. I have, there¬ 
fore, prefiled legislation which 
would raise the state income tax 
personal exemption from $800 to 
$1,300. My bill would also re¬ 
store, at the state level, the addi¬ 
tional exemption for those who 
are over 60 years of age or blind, 
a provision which was repealed 
in the federal tax reform mea¬ 
sure. . . .

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Greenbelt Is Recognized 
For Pedestrian Safety 

Twelve Washington-area com¬ 
munities have been recognized 
by AAA Potomac for pedestrian 
safety achievements during 1985. 
They were among more than 
2,600 American cities participat¬ 
ing in AAA's annual pedestrian 
protection program. Among the 
localities recognized for their fa¬ 
tality-free pedestrian records is 
Greenbelt, for two years without 
a pedestrian death. 

Washington-area pedestrians 
are nearly twice as likely as 
walkers in other parts of the na¬ 
tion to be injured in traffic ac¬ 
cidents, an AAA Potomac survey 
of pedestrian accident statistics 
in 16 metro Washington jurisdic¬ 
tions reveals. The 16 jurisdic¬ 
tions experienced 96 injuries per 
100,000 population in 1985. Na¬ 
tionally, the pedestrian injury 
rate is 52 per 100,000 people. 

Local pedestrian injuries in¬ 
creased 10 percent in 1985 over 
1984, while nationally such in¬ 
juries fell 25 percent. Pedestri¬ 
an deaths, on the other hand, de¬ 
clined in the Washington area 
for the first time in four years 
from 105 in 1984 to 81 in 1985. 
Nationally, pedestrian deaths 
rose two percent during the same 
period. 

Police statistics show that the 
District of Columbia is the jur¬ 
isdiction where metro walkers 
are in most peril. The area’s 
other large jurisdictions — Mont¬ 
gomery, Prince Georges and 
Fairfax counties — with popula¬ 
tions similar to the District but 
with less urban density, had pe¬ 
destrian records as good as or 
better than the national average. 

Tax Refunds Are Due 
ToSomeGreenbelters 

.The Internal Revenue Service 
and the Maryland State Comp¬ 
troller’s Office are trying to locate 
some area residents who are due 
a tax refund from their 1985 
federal and state income tax re¬ 
turns. 

According to Teddy R. Kern, 
IRS District Director for Mary¬ 
land and the District of Colum¬ 
bia, approximately 2,300 refund 
checks (totaling over $1,063,580 
and ranging from as low as $1 
to as high as $28,403 were re¬ 
turned by the Postal Service as 
undeliverable in this area. Comp¬ 
troller Louis L. Goldstein said 608 
state refund checks totaling $56,- 
181 and ranging up to $2,565 
were returned. 

Anyone who is expecting a 
1985 or a previous year’s refund, 
has moved or changed their name 
during the year, and has not 
already contacted the IRS, should 
call 488-3100 in Prince Georges 
County.

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GHI Awaits Resolution After Five Years 


Of Litigation on Contract Termination

At the meeting of the 
board of directors of Green- 
belt Homes, Inc. on Decem¬ 
ber^ General Manager Ron 
Colton presented a report on 
the status of litigation which 
has been in the courts for 
several years. According to 
Colton’s memo to the board, 
the lawsuit was filed against 
GHI in September 1982 and 
no final decision has yet 
been reached. Colton stated 
that the plaintiff, Beltway 
Aluminum Supply Company, 
Inc., had a contract with 
GHI Development Corpora¬ 
tion for the installation of 
vinyl siding on the frame 
homes and that GHIDC ter¬ 
minated the contract for 
what it evaluated as being 
poor performance. 

Beltway Aluminum Supply 
Company, Inc. brought suit in 
Prince Georges County Circuit 
Court against GHI, GHIDC, and 
five individual former officers and 
directors of GHI and GHIDC, 
claiming that the contract had 
been wrongfully terminated. GHI 
and GHIDC have contested the 
lawsuit, maintaining that there 
was just cause for termination of 
the contract and that the ter¬ 
mination was accompanied in ac¬ 
cordance with the terms of the 
contract. 

Colton's report continued that 
“Beltway Amended its complaint 
in March, 1985 by dropping from 
the litigation the five individual 
defendants. The effect was to re¬ 
duce the scope of the lawsuit and 
to reduce Beltway's claims from 
approximately six million dollars 
to approximately two million dol¬ 
lars. GHI and GHIDC on several 
occasions have filed motions in 
circuit court ... to dismiss the 
Beltway litigation. . . . Further 
hearings are being scheduled on 
CHI's motions." 

Colton also reported that GHI 
has filed for reimbursement of 
legal fees under the terms of its 
directors-and-officers liability in¬ 
surance policy, GHI recently re¬ 
ceived a partial payment from the 
insurance company amounting to 
approximately $110,000. The cor¬ 
poration hopes for final settle¬ 
ment from the insurance company 
on the claim within the next sev¬ 
eral months. 

More on Parking 

The work session with mem¬ 
bers living in Quadrant I, the 
first area in which the new park¬ 
ing policy is being implemented 
(9, 11, 12, 14 and 16 Courts of 
Ridge and 7-11 Courts of South¬ 
way) has been scheduled for De¬ 
cember 11. At the board of direc- 
tors meeting on December 4, the 


staff presented the plan for 
Quadrant II, which includes 1-8 
Courts of Ridge Road, 1-10 
Courts of Crescent and the 1 and 
2 Courts of Westway. 

This quadrant was described as 
perhaps the area in GHI with the 
most plentiful parking. The over¬ 
all area easily exceeds the goal 
of 1.85 spaces per unit. All courts 
except the 6 and 7 Courts of 
Crescent have enough parking 
places in the courts for one re¬ 
served space per unit. The 6 
Court of Crescent is one space 
short; the 7 Court of Crescent is 
four spaces short. 

Assistant Manager Steve 
W r right outlined how these short¬ 
falls could he overcome by build¬ 
ing additional parking spaces. 
However, some board members 
suggested that the question of 
additional spaces be left to a 
poll of the court members: if 
court members do not want re¬ 
served parking, the extra spaces 
would not have to be built. Di¬ 
rector Janet Cantwell, however, 
reminded the board that the new 
parking policy calls for reserved 
parking whether the members 
want it or not. President Mar¬ 
garet Hogensen defended a prin¬ 
ciple of flexibility, saying the 
policy “has to have some give 
in it.” 

Cantwell also objected to the 
sections being studied. She said 
she felt that the 2 Court of Gar¬ 
denway, where a member petition 
had started the whole parking 
review, should be looked at first. 
She said the staff ought to “go 
to places where there are prob¬ 
lems” and not spend limited funds 
before the difficult parts of town 
are even surveyed. 

Colton assured the board that 
(1) no paving would be done 
without board approval and (2) 
only very minor work would be 
done before spring, when all of 
GHI will have been surveyed. He 
said that, at the present board 
pace, he expects the board to be 
looking at 2 Court of Gardenway 
in mid-January. Director Chuck 
Hess defended the method the 
staff has adopted, saying it makes 
sense to take adjacent quadrants 
in an orderly progression. 

SLSC Report 

Colton reported that the board 
of the Share Loan Service Cor¬ 
poration (on which GHI has 
two representatives) had made 
changes to its bylaws and ar¬ 
ticles of incorporation which al¬ 
lows SLSC to make share loans 
in marina cooperatives. Colton’s 
report also indicated that SLSC 
has increased its housing loan 
originations to about 2Va to 3 
million dollars per month without 
any increase in operating ex¬ 
penses. 

SLSC is actively lending in six 
areas of the nation and has fi¬

nanced single projects in three 
others, making it the only truly 
national cooperative housing len¬ 
der. Despite start-up costs, he 
said, SLSC continues to maintain 
a small profitabHity for 1986 and 
has not sold a single loan at a 
discount in this year. 

Colton gave the board a draft 
of “Consumer Guide to Share 
Loan Financing,” a public infor¬ 
mation booklet put together by 
the SLSC staff.which will be 
available free of charge through 
SLSC offices. 

Other Items 

The board passed for first read¬ 
ing an authorization to contract 
for employees’ disability insur¬ 
ance for illness and non-work- 
related injuries for a cost not to 
exceed $7,500 tfor the next year. 

Colton brought to the board’s 
attention recent news reports 
that the Maryland Deposit Insur¬ 
ance Fund, acting as receiver for 
First Maryland Savings and 
Loan, will be making payments 
of about 14-15% of the value of 
the depositors’ accounts. All de¬ 
positors will be treated equally 
regardless of the amount of their 
deposit. Payments on the remain¬ 
ing accounts, which will be tied 
to the disposition of the S&L’s 
remaining assets, are expected to 
continue through late 1989. In re¬ 
sponse to a question, Comptroller 
Don McGinn indicated that GHI 
will still have a substantial 
amount in its frozen account after 
the current payment. 

In response toa question by 
Director Andrea Haslinger, Col¬ 
ton said that an earlier GHI pro¬ 
posal to use some of its funds 
on deposit to buy some loans on 
GHI units held by First Mary¬ 
land had not been successful be¬ 
cause the S&L had already sold 
at least some of the loans. 

Because of the Christmas holi¬ 
day, the next meeting of the 
board of directors will be on 
December 18.

Everything About 
Special Trash 

Delays in special trash pickups 
by the city have led to citizen 
complaints to Greenbelt’s city 
council. This in turn has resulted 
in a special report by George E. 
Smith, Director of the Public 
Works Dept. The following in¬ 
formation is based on Smith’s 
written report to the city mana¬ 
ger. 

The heaviest day for special 
trash call-in requests is Monday. 
The call-in counts for the four 
Mondays in October were 82, 51, 
76, and 62. The average calls for 
October were 36 per day and 180 
per weqjc* 

Travel Time Adds Up 

Trips to Sandy Hill Landfill by 
the special trash truck during the 
first ten months of 1986 went 
from a low of 23 trips in Febru¬ 
ary to highs of 50 in April and 
48 in May, and 45 trips each in 
September and October. 

The trip to the landfill and back 
to Greenbelt is about 16 miles 
and takes between 45 and 90 min¬ 
utes. On many days the truck 
went to the landfill twice a day. 
During about 200 to 210 working 
days the truck made 404 landfill 
trips. With a work day of eight 
hours, of which landfill trips con¬ 
sume an average 2 hours, maxi¬ 
mum time that can be spent on 
actual special trash collection is 
only about six hours each day. 

A Stop Every 10 Minutes 

The two-man special trash crew 
picks up trash at about 36 stops 
during that six hours, or one 
stop about every 10 minutes. 
Some of the loads consist of 
heavy items such as refrigerators, 
freezers, dryers, and washing 
machines. Other loads involve 
light but bulky items such as 
bagged leaves. 

When a Resident Calls 

The present method for han¬ 
dling phone calls requesting spe¬ 
cial trash pickups involves a 
box of 20 pigeon holes into which 
the requests are filed by areas 
of the city. Trash collections are 
then made based on those areas, 
working consecutively from area 
1 through 20, then starting over 
again in area 1. 

When a resident calls in a 
request on the same day or the 
day after pickup is made in that 
resident’s area, then the resident 
will have to wait for collection un¬ 
til their area is again in turn 
for pickup. It used to be that col¬ 
lections were made in the order 
that call-in requests were re¬ 
ceived. However, this method 
was abandoned because of two 
basic flaws: the crews lost time 
by having to double back and 
forth throughout the city; and 
residents who had called in later 
were complaining because they 
saw the truck in the neighborhood 
but It -did not stop for their trash.

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Stress Workshop 
To be Held Jan. 7 

Stress affects people at differ¬ 
ent times, but it can especially be 
a problem during the holidays. 

“After holiday time people are 
stressed out,” said Louise Gallun, 
Assistant Manager for Commun¬ 
ity Relations for Springhill Lake 
Fountain Lodge.

Group Forming for People 
With Rare Nerve Diseases 

A chapter of CMT Internation¬ 
al, an organization of people with 
Chareot-Marie-Tooth (CMT) dis¬ 
ease, also called Peroneal Muscu¬ 
lar Atrophy, is forming in Mary¬ 
land, CMT is a fairly rare, in¬ 
herited, neuro-muscular disorder 
that leaves a person with limited 
feeling and/or movement in his 
or her extremities. It can affect 
persons from the time they are 
born or not show up until later 
years. As muscles atrophy, per¬ 
sons with this disease find that 
they cannot walk well and lose 
their balance easily, trip often 
and sprain ankles continuously. 
Some develop what is known as 
foot drop and have to walk by 
throwing their feet out from the 
side. Muscle in the thumbs usual¬ 
ly goes first in the hands and one 
becomes unable to pick up small 
objects, open jars and doors, 
write for any length of time or 
shake hands without pain. The 
disease is usually not life threat¬ 
ening but it is serious enough to 
cause a great deal of frustration 
and worry. To date there is no 
treatment or cure. For more in¬

Savings & Loan Depositors 
May Seek Withdrawals 

One full year after its incep¬ 
tion, Maryland’s Hardship With¬ 
drawal Program has authorized 
the distribution of more than $37 
million to savings and loan de¬ 
positors according to the Mary¬ 
land Deposit Insurance Fund Cor¬ 
poration (MD1F), which super¬ 
vises the program. 

The Hardship Plan permits de¬ 
positors who quality to withdraw 
funds from their accounts to pay 
medical bills, emergency medical 
services, tuition expenses, funeral 
costs, and basic necessities of life. 
A special miscellaneous category 
gives MDIF flexibility to grant 
additional hardship requests on 
a case-by-case basis. 

Depositors of Old Court, First 
Maryland and Ridgeway are still 
eligible to obtain funds through 
the Hardship Withdrawel Pro¬ 
gram. Depositors who believe 
they may qualify should call the
